Cramo Coast Fodder. — A considerable 
breadth of land has been sown in corn dur 
ing ths present season fog fodder alone 
More would doubtless have been sown for 
this purpose but for the want of proper 
knowledge hew to cure it. A correspondent 
of the Boston Cultivator, who claims to 
have had considerable and successful ex- 
in the matter, gives the following 
for caring . 
All that is requisite in euring Indian 
is, simply to get the water out of the 
leaves and stalks. It is the water or sap 
that cauaes it to mould and spoil in the 
•tack or mow. The stalks need not pass 
through any fermentation, any more than 
clothes, after they are washed, in order to 
dry them. The stalks need simply to be 
dried. That is all that ia neceaaary. 

Now, if one has an abundance of barn 
room, let the stalks be bound in small bun- 
dles and carried to the barn as soon as 
practicable after being cu*, and let the 
bundles be set up all about the barn, in a 
few weeks they will be so thoroughly cured 
that they will not spoil if put in a solid 
mow. 

To core fodder-corn in the field, sef the 
bundles in long shocks, so that the sun muj 
shine in the former pari of the day on the 
oast side, and on the west side in the latter 
pan of the day. When a storm is approach- 
ing, set them in round stooks, and bind the 
tops neatly, with several binds, aad oover 
them with hay cape. Should there he proa- 
poets of fair weather for a few days, set 
them again in long shocks for a day or two. 
In about a month or so they will dry 
enough to be moved or stacked. If one has 
aay cape, the stalks may be cured in the 
feld with very little labor, and without any 
lose. (Jive fodder another trial this season. 

— The first cattle introduced into 
Carolina were brought from England by 
William Seyle in li<7u. 

Gen. W»de Hampton and Col. John Sin- 
gleton were both engaged in importing cat- 
tle b»fore the Revolui .on. 

1773 Ucurt Oeff, MaajaM »uJ Tat'ten, of 

Maryland, sent out au order to Eoglati l lor 
superior cattle for the purpose of improv- 
ing the breed in the Lnited Suits. Phis 
was probably the first introduction of im- 
proved cattle imported into this country, 
aad from which it is supposed originated 
the famous "Patton Stoek in Kentucky. 

The first eflort to improve the breed of 
eattle ia this country that we have any ac- 
count of was made by Matthew Patton. of 
Virginia. Tfaie breed of cattle was held in 
great estimation and was generally spread 
through the country. Up to the year It- 17 
all the Engliah cattle in Kentucky were de- 
rived from the Patton Stock. 

Soon after the war of It 12 Colonel Lewis 
Sanders, of Keutucky, imported from Lug- 
laad ia 1817, in all, twelve head—four 
bulls, and four short-horned 
■ other four ilerefords. These 
known as the importation of 1817. 
Ia 1817 the late Henry Clay, the great 
statesman, of Kentucky, imported two or 
three Hereford cattle; a few years after, 
one bull and two cows of the same breed.
